Election Laws Protect Themselves. 

William A. Taylor, chief clerk of the Elec- 
tion Board, said the election Jaws were ample 
to protect themselves against all conspiracies 
or attempts to defeat their purpose.

Down in the Second Regiment Armory the 
burning question just now is whether “ boned 
turkey, en Bellevue.“ is more entitled to a 
gold medal than Kennebec salmon, Mont- 
peller all done up in an armor of green 


pastry. 
‘That is to say, the competition of the chefs 


has begun at the Pure Food Exposition. The } 


chef who is esteemed by the judges to have 
sent in the most excellent confection will this 
day receive a medal of distinguished honor. 
So far six cooks of high degree have sent in 
masterpieces to be entered in the competition 
and two more are to enter today. The mas 
terpieces were brought in in the afternoon 
and ranged in resplendent array on a long 
table set up on the stage of the armory ; there 
was an imposing row of them, for one chef 
had sent in six pieces of his handiwork. The 
row loomed up in grandeur like a Veiled 
Prophet’s parade viewed through the wrong 
end of a microscope. One would never have 
thought that such castellated, turreted, and 
ornate cookery was ever meant to be eaten 
by coarse, vulgar men—and the worst of it 
was that it wasn’t. It was just there for 
people to look at and to giorify the art of 
the chef. Good housewives, who thought 
they were quite up in cookery because they 
could make a decent cup of coffee and broil 
a steak so that it would not curl up into a knot 
of toughness, came and looked at the display 
and went away with bitter tears in their eyes.

And certainly it was a display calculated 
to strike the ordinary kitchen mechanic dead.

SMALL TORPEDO BOATS BEING BUILT. 


They Will Be Carried on the Locks of the 
Maine and the Texas.‘ 
Wasninctrox, D. C., Oct. 11.—For the first 
time the naval constructors have undertaken 
to build small torpedo boats to be carried on 
the locks of the Maine and the Texas. Two 
of these boats are building at the New York 
Navy-Yard and two at the Norfolk Navy-Yard 
and they are nearly completed. These little 
craft are marvels of lightness and efficiency. 
The problem presented to the constructors 
was to secure this extreme lightness combined 
with the stiffness and strength necessary to 
withstand the severe strains of the powerful 
weight of the torpedo tubes.

The Maine’s boats are a little more than two 
tons displacement larger than the Texas’ 
boats their length is 61 feet 8 inches and 
50 feet respectively. With one ton of coal 
aboard, water in the tubulous boilers, the 
Maine’s boats, with a displacement of nearly 
fifteen tons, weigh but 13,785 pounds.

It would seem unpecessary to point out the 
fact that * force like the militia of a State or 
the police of a city, acting primarily under an- 
other authority, though h efficient in their 
e service, cann made a reliable 
instrument for the prompt and effective execn- 
tion of the laws of the United States. Manifestiy, 
every government should have an adequate force 
of its own for the execution of its own laws, no 
less than the judicial and executive oflicars nec- 
essary for the same purpose. 


Army Too Small for Contingencies. 


The country is now for the first time squarely 
confronted with the necessity of making ade- 
quate provision, not only for defense 22 any 
possible foreign aggression. but also for defense 
against domestic violence in the form of forcibie 
resistance to the laws of the United States. A 
just estimate of these means of defense ro- 
quires consideration of the vast extent 
of the United States and the reat 
amount of property widely dispersed 8 out 
this territory, either belonging to the United 
States or in such condition as to be under the 
protection of the National Government. When 
these facts are duly considered it becomes mani- 
fest that the present strength of the army is not 
adequate to the performance of the service which 
may at any time be required. It is certainly 
manifest that the present condition of the coun- 
try, with a population of near 70,000,000, under 
the danger of disorder now known to exist, can- 
not be met by the same force that was deemed 
adeqtiate -twenty-five. years ago, when the 
222 of the country was less than 

alf its present amount and domestic vio- 
lence wus not apprehended. One man to 
fourteen square es of territory, or one man 
to 2,800 of population, is surely a very small 
guard to protect property and prevent viola- 
tion of law, leaving out of consideration the 
force necessary to guard the extended seacoast 
against sudden attack by a foreign enemy. It 
is also worthy of remark that more than once 
in the last summer an iofariated mob in a sin- 
gle city was twice as formidable in numbers 
and capable of do vastly ‘greater injury to 
life and property an the mast formidable 
combination of Indian warriors ever con- 
fronted the ap in this country. In other 
words, the army has recently been reauired to 
deal with an enemy far more numerous and 
dangerous to the count than any savage 
enemy which it has heretofore been called upon 
to meet. 

More Privates Are Needed. 


The effective strength of the army should be 
considerably increased. This can done at a 
small comparative increase in cost. The present 
regimental organizations need not be large:y in- 
creased. Two additiona: regiments of artiliery for 
the necessary seacoast defense; two additional 
regiments of cavairy to patrol the long lines of 
railroad under government protection, and the 
present twenty-five regiments of infantry, con- 
verted into three-battalion organizations, it is 
believed wouid be a just, conservative estimate 
of what is now actually needed. For this the 
existing number of commissioned officers is 
nearly sufficient. But a considerable permanent 
increase in the enlisted strength of the 
arm should be made, an a. still 
further increase authorised to made 
by the President. when in his judgment an 
emergency requiring it may reasonably be fore- 
seen. It is not a good miiitary system in which 
the Executive has no authority whatever to in- 
crease the effective strength of the army in time 
of need, but must await the slow process of leg- 
islation for that purpose. 

Wise forethought, in apparent anticipation of 
such conditions as those which have confronted 
the government during the last year, dictated 
several years aie the establishment under the 
authority of Congress of large military posts 
near the great business and railway ceaters of 
the country, Several of these large posts are 
now in condition to ba occupied bj troops, while 
others are in process of construction, and a few 
others are stiil demanded, for which it is pre- 
sumed Congress will in due time make the neces- 
sary appropria 0 

Profits by China's Predicament. 


But in respect to the military necessities which 
may possibly arise out of conflict with foreign 
powers, it has for many years seemed impossible 
to impress upon the people of the Uni States 
in general the view entertained by all thought- 
ful military students. This impossibility ap- 
pears to have resulted very largely from the na- 
tional self-esteem which grew out of the results 
of the great domestic conflict through which the 
country passed in the period from 1861 to 1865. 
The condition of the public mind since that time 
bas been that of confident invincibility against 
any possible foreign attack. However humilia- 
ting it may to this confident self. 
esteem, it is nevertheless a simple 
duty to point to the great military lesson which 
is now being taught to the entire world. The 
most populous and one of the most wealthy of 
all the nations of the earth is subjected to the 
extreme bumiliation and disgrace, to result pos- 
sibly in the overthrow of a dynasty, at the hands 
of a little nation of one-tenth its population and 
about one-tenth its territorial area. And why is 
this? It is not because that great people are 
lacking in talent. or general education, or cour- 
age, but because they have failed to develop 
their military strength and resources. 

In disciplined troops, in arms and equipments 
of all kinds, in efficient ships of war and in gen- 
eral military preparation and education, they 
are far behind the enterprising little military na- 
tion that is now teaching them and the world 
this tremendous lesson. The relation of the 
United States tothe great military powers of 
Europe now exhibits afar greater disparity in 
respect to prepsratious for war than that which 
has existed between China and Japan. Will the 
people of the United States and their represent- 
atives have the modesty to appreciate and the 
wisdom to profit by this lesson?

What a Colored Woman Said. 


Miss Ida B. Weils followed, She said those 
mothers who felt they had no time to give 
outside their homes had heard enough from 
previous speakers to convince them they 
should vote. It looked as if mothers were 
throwmg away all the time they had 
devoted to studying for the benefit of their 
children if they failed to vote for Trustees, 
and thus carry to a logical conclusion their 
effurts along the line of education. Concern- 
ing Mrs. Fiower she said there could be 
no doubt of her fitness for the position of 
Trustee. Then she. reminded tne women 
that they should be ioyal to their party. There 
were two other women candidates oesided 
Mrs. Fiower. and it would not be right fur the 
women to vote for all.

perity would become permanent inhabitants 
of the United States. 

But he failed day before yesterday, as he 
has failed on all other occasions, to tell how 
this great reform is to be carried o1t. He 
has never said that he hoped to secure the as- 
sent of the freehoiders in city or country. 
Doubtless he has intelligence enough to 
know that they never will pass a ** self-deny- 
ing ordinance” turning over to the General 
Government or to State governments the 
rental value of the lands they have bought or 
inherited. 

If it is Mr. George’s idea that the freehold- 
ers are to be deprived of the fee in their 
lands by the votes of those who do not own 
land, then he ought to say so and ought to 
explain how the armed resistance of the free- 
holders and the members of their families 
to this proposed expropriation would be 
overcome. For if it were voted that the 
rental value of lands should be confiscated 


several millions of the most intelligent, 
energetic, and aggressive men in the country 
would fly to arms make it lively for the 
robbers. Where would the men be found to 
put down that uprising? If it were not for 
the fact that the property-owners in the city 
and the country look on George as a crank,

THE NEW YORK cIry ELECTION. 

Tammany has nominated for Mayor of 
New York Mr. Nathan Straus, a well-Known 
merchant of that city, brother of Oscar 
Straus, who. was Minister to Turkey in the 
first Cleveland administration, and of Isidor 
Straus, member of Congress. Mr. Nathan 
Straus is also known for his philanthropical 
efforts last winter to feed the laboring people 
and those out of employment ata very cheap 
rate. He is a reputuble merchant and a good 
citizen. He is nota member of Tammany 
and he is not a sympathizer with its plunder- 
ing methods, but he is unquestionably ambi- 
tious, and for that reason it may be assumed 
he will not decline the nomination by these 
public thieves and highwaymeu. This has al- 
ways been Tammany’s practice when it hus 
been driven to the wall. Instead of nominat- 
ing one of its own gang of biackmailers and 
thieves it picks out an outside unobjectiona- 
ble man to head the ticket and then fills out 
the rest of it from its own unsavory gang, 80 
that the unobjectionable candidate even when 
elected is virtually so bedged in that he is 
powerless to resist his environments, This 
will be the case with Straus if he is electe 1.

[If this 
should be followed up by giving the Mayor 
one term and then out, thus freeing him from 
machine bondage and leaving him free to act, 
the situation would be still more hopeful. 
Until these things are done there will be little 
chance for reform in New York City. In the 
present case, even if all the anti-Tammany 
| elements shall unite, it will be a hard fight to 
overcome Straus, who has made himself very 
popular. His nomination by Tammany was 
a cunning piece of strategy. It has put up an 
honest man, contrary to its usual custom, but 
it will lose nothing, for the same old dishonest 
gang of thieves will be in control and will see 
to it that Straus’ hands are tied, even if he 
shall be elected. 


THE ORIENTAL STRUGGLE. 

The burden of the news from China is to the 
effect that the Japanese are slowly but surely 
surrounding Pekin and that a general attack 
will not long be delayed. Apparently they 
are masters of all the approaches by sea. 
They have completely severed all communi- 
cations between Pekin and Moukden, Their 
forces are approaching the doomed city from 
two directions and the assault may be made 
in the gear, for with persistent and fatal folly 
the Chinese in every instance while fortifying 
their front have left the back door open 
through which the enemy enters. The gov- 
ernment itself is in a condition bordering 
upon panic, Its councils are distracted by 
factional jealousies and its dangers are in- 
creased by revolts in outside provinces. Its 
troops are poorly provided with arms, them- 
selves of a poor description, and corruption 
has deranged the commissariat. Its hopeless 
condition is indicated by its appeals to Ger 
maay and other powers to intervene and bring 
the war to a close, 

Assuming that the Japanese will be suc- 
cessful in the capture of Pekin. which virtu- 
ally will be the end of the struggie, there are 
some points of view from which such a result 
would be of distinct benefit to the world at 
large. The Chinese are crusted with conserv- 
atism. They are non-progressive. The pres- 
ent war has demonstrated their antipathy 
to all modern and Western methods. The 
Japanese, on the other hand, have taken 
kindly to the modern appliances and to all 
the Western methods of organizing and equip- 
ping armies and conducting campaigns. If 
therefore after they have conquered China 
they can force her to civilize herself; if they 
can compel her to build railroads, telephone 
and telegraph lines; if they can change her 
system of government and so modernize it 


miserable conditions and make them hap- 
pier, more prosperous, and more progressive, 
this war will not have been fought 
in vain and Japan will earn fresh laurels in 
the eyes of the world. But if Japan should 
merely exact a big money tribute from China 
as an indemnity for its heavy expenses, and if 
it should seize Corea, the result would not spe- 
cially interest the world except to the extent 
she might bring about reforms in that coun- 
try also, build railroads, develop her re- 
sources, and modernize her. Added to all the 
other troubles of China she now proposes to 
raise money by levying internal duties on the 
trade between provinces, which can only re- 
sult in an injury to foreigu trade by increas- 
ing the expenses of transportation and de- 
creasing consumption by reason of inability 
to pay for goods. The Japanese, should they 
be successful, will have an admirable oppor-

The latter told the judges 
and clerks they would not be able to under- 
stand the printed instructions which will be 
given them and then proceeded to give them 
some simple ones of his own. Occasionally 
he appealed to Boyle for confirmation. The 
latter sometimes nodded approval and some- 
times saia nothing. His mere presence was 
calculated to convince the judges that Asay 
spoke by authority. Any doubts they might 
have had were removed by his assurance that 
Fu pledge myself for the State's-Attorney 
against prosecuting you. if you stand pat on 
your rights. I'll take d—n good care that 
you ate not prosecuted,” 

The members of the Election Boara ought 
to understand that the decent people of this 
city have no faith whatever in the political 
virtue of this man Asay. They believe that 
he is utterly and hopelessly unscrupulous and 
that as far as political matters are concerned 
he has not an honest hairin his head. If he 
thinks hie side ought to carry an election no 
scruples unnerve him. Therefore the reputa- 
ble, decent voters will learn with alarm that 
the Democratic Election Com missioners seem 
to be turning over their duties to a reckless 
politician and permitting him te give advice 
they would not dare to put down in black and 
white. 

It has been customary for the board to send 
to each precinct two blank books ia each of 
which is copied off a list of the names of the 
meu who register for the use of the clerks 
when they go out to canvass their precincts. 
Mr. Atay informed his Democratic pupils 
that but one of these books will bo sent to 
each procinet this year and that they must 
get hold of it and not let it fall into the hands 
of the Republican clerk. Then the Demo- 
cratic clerks will have supreme control of the 
canvassing and the checking the names of sus- 
pects. 

Who told Asay that the old way of doing 
business is to be abandoned? Who author- 
ized him to state that the Board of Elec. 
tion Commissioners, being a Democratic 
board, would probably do what it could to- 
wards getting those blank books into ‘ proper 
hands? Do the Commissioners intend to 
repudiate that statement or let it stand? Do 
they not think they had better change their 
minds and send out two books as usual? 

Mr. Asay also told his Democratic clerks: 

But te sute and get the list, and when you 
start out with the Republican clerk to canvass 
for suspects remember that the only question he 
law compels you to ask is: Does John Brown 
live heref If the housekeeper or whoever you 
see tells you John Brown does live there, your 
duty is done. You're not a detective from the 
Central Station, you know, trying to find out all 
about Brown. Ifyou were you'd be getting de- 
tectives’ pay instead of a clerk's pay. 

Do the Democratic Election Commissioners 
approve of this instruction? The clerks are 
required to canvass their precincts to find 
whether the persons who have registered live 
where they swore they did. In most cases in 
reputable neighborhoods an answer in the af- 
firmative will be sufficient, but if there seems 
reason to doubt the correctnéss of an answer 
it is their duty to investigate farther. If a 
hundred persons register from a two-room 
house a mere statement made by some one on 
the premises that a hundred persons live 
there is not sufficient. The Democratic clerks 
will understand Asay’s instruction to mean 
that they must not dispute the word of a Dem- 
ocratic lodging-house keeper in the First 
Ward who says his place has more voters than 
it can possibly hold. 

The First and Second Ward judges and 
clerks were told that there will be another 
meeting before election day at which they 
would receive further instruction regarding 
the disposition of defective ballots and 
those which have been objected to.“ The 
respectable citizens will feel much more com- 
fortable if Mr. Asay does not hold this meet- 
ing and give those instructions. Will not the 
board send word to all the judges and clerks 
that they must pay no attention to what Asay 
or other outsiders tell them, but take their in- 
structions from the board alone? If that is 
not done the people will be forced to believe 
that the Democratic members of the board 
are so anxious for Democratic success that 
they have turned over their fune ions to a vio- 
lent partisan who is willing to take risks they 
dare not and have empowered him to nullify 
the election law by private instructions they 
are not bold enough to give.

A. Sauerbeck, an eminent English statis- 
ticilan, has compiled a chart showing the 
course of average prices of general commod- 
ities in England for the last seventy-five years. 
He ha¥ taken for the basis of his comparison 
a large number of selected articles which are 
estimated to constitute about 80 per cent of 
the entire value and bulk of marketed com- 
modities, and it is assumed that the prices of 
the omitted articles have varied in about the 
same ratios. The average of the years 1867 
to 1877 is taken as 100, so that the figures 
for other years and groups of years represent 
the average percentage of general prices 
compared with those of that decade as a 
standard.

CORBETT MEETS FITZ. 


THEY ARE TO FIGHT IN FLORIDA FOR 
A PRIZE OF $61,000. 


„ ©ircular Joe” Vendig’s Florida Athletic 
Club Outbids the New Orleans Men and 
Gets the Match The Fighting Date 
Lott to the Club—Corbett’s $10,000 
Stake All Posted=-Fitzsimmons’ Money 

‘ Goes Up in Sections=How the maten Is 


Regarded in Chicago. 

New Yorx, Oct. 11.—[Spéctel.]—Corbett 
and Fizsimmone met this morning in the 
Herald office. Supt. Byrnes notified them 
that they must not post any money or bien 
artioles in this State. 

The office people refused to take charge of 
any forfeit or receive signed articles. It was 
then decided, after a long argument, to Lies 
articles in another State. 

The final result of it was that the gane 
articles which governed the Sullivan-Corbett 
fight will govern this one. Corbett stipulated 
that he would not have to fight until July 1 
or after, 1895. Fitzsimmons finally acceded 
to this demand. The men accepted the offer 
of a purse of $41,000 made by Joe Vendig 
on behalf of the Florida Athletic club. The 
fight will take place at Jacksonville probably 
in November or December of next year. 

Corbett posted $5;000 forfeit with Al 
Smith and Fitzsimmons left his $1,000 
standing. Each man ll post enough to 
make tne stakes $10,000 a side. 

The first bid for the fight of $25,000 was 
made by President Scholl bf the Olympic 
club of New Orleans and the same bid was 
also made by Capt. Williams, representing 
the Auditorium club of New Orleans. 

From that it went aiong until $50,000 was 
reached. This offer was made by Capt. Will- 
iams, but he could not make his bid good by 
posting a forfeit, so that, Vendig’s offer of 
$41,000 was accepted by Corbett, with a 
great deal of protesting on Fitzsimmons’ 
part. Theclub will allow $1,000 to each 
man for training expenses, and each will 
train for three months prior to the fight. 

Corbett’s Tongue as Ready as Ever. 

The argument which led up to an agree- 
ment was one of the mcst fluent ever heard. 
Corbett, who was said to have $50,000 in 
cash in his pocket, in addition to a half dozen 
diamonds scattered over his clothes at ran- 
dom, lost no opportunity to. taunt Fitz- 
simmons. He called him a “swell uy,’ 7 te 
nice sort of a fellow,“ a mind reader.“ and 
talked so fast that the best Fitzsimmons and 
Capt. Glori could do was to get in an occa- 
sional word when Corbett stopped to draw a 
long breath. 

Corbett had his money with him, and, as 
Fitzsimmons did not, the Australian was at a 


disadvantage. Corbett sneered at Fits 
simmons’ talk about 850,000 backi and 
then said magnanimously that he would fight 


for a stake of $5 if it was necessary 

„When, he said, “I have finished this 
fight, if it is in next September, I will have 
fought three times in three years, which is 
more than the champion before me did. 1 
have not sought you fora figut; the public 
has demanded a battle and I will give them 
one, but I will not break any of niy contracts. 
Tam making money and expect to continue 
making it.“ 

Scholl and Williams wanted time to make 
their offers good and Fitzsimmons held out 
for the Oiympic club, but Corbett would, not

Calumet Line Will Not Allow the 4 
Crossing Trolley to Use Its Poles and 
Track on Seventy-fifth Street Unless 
Compelled to Do SomAn Abuse in the 
Matter of Special Assessments=Four- 
Mile Crib Completed<Sehool Attend- 
ance for September—Municipal Notes. 

The residents of the southern part of the 
city who live along the lines of the Grand 

Crossing street electric railway and the Calu- 

met electric street railway company are 

much interested in the fight between the two 
rival lines. The people do not care which is 
right in the question, but they do care about 


rapid transit and want all they can get of it. 


They want both the lines to have use of the 
disputed street so as to give that section of 
the city better car service. Both roads tap 
entireiy different sections, but come together 
on Seventy-fifth street, between Stony Island 
avenue and South Chicago avenue. Over this 
street for a distance of 2,700 feet both 
roads have been given franchises by the City 
Council. The Calumet line is built, and now 
the Grand Crossing line wants to ube the 
tracks jointly with the other company and 
claims to have the right by virtue of a con- 
tract signed by W. V. Jacobs, who was at the 
time President of both companies. It is said 
Mr. Jacobs owned the controlling interest in 
the stock of the Grand Crossing company at 
the time when the contract was made. The 
stockholders in the Calumet company claim 
they have the sole right to the street and that 
they were not consulted when the disputed 
contract was made, When the Grand Cross- 

ing company asked for a permit to string 
wires on the poles used by the Calumet com- 
pany the matter was referred to Corporation 
Counsel! Rubens, who resolved to let the 
two companies ‘fight it out in the courts. 
He therefore advised the Commissioner of 
Public Works to issue the permit, but todelay 
action for a iew days so the Calumet company 
might be given time to get an injunctiou and 
present argument, in court. Mr. Rubens sent 
a letter to Commissioner Jones yesterday ad- 
vising him to delay action one week, as Mr. 
Mayer, counsel for the Calumet company, 
said that would give him ample time to file 
his bill. The point to be decided in court is 
the validity of the contract entered into by 
the two companies.

City Engineer Artingstall yesterday re- 
ceived a report from his assistants in charge 
of the construction of the new four-mile crib, 
stating that the last work on the cribhad been 
completed.

per structure, $60,000, and the tunnel froin 
the shore, $1,400,000.

ANOTHER SPECIAL ASSESSMENT ABUSE. | 


Gladys Avenue Pavement Case a Type of 
Many Others. 

One of the many abuses now undergoing 
scrutiny of the special assessment system of 
Chicago is the habit Aldermen have of pro- 
jecting street finprovements which are uot 
asked for and are not needed, the object be- 
ing the furnishing of jobe for the contractors, 
commissioners, and other officials who may 
be engaged on it, One effect of such pro- 
ceedings is the saddiing of such assessments 
on property us amount to confiscating it and 
ruining its owner. A casein point has just 
happened out on the West Side. Gladys ave- 
nue runs from Crawford avenue westward to 
West Forty-seventh street, between Jackson 
and Van Buren streets. It is almost a coun- 
try road and the last public highway 
in the city to need a pavement. 
Nevertheless the City Council, at the 
bidding of some West Side Alderman, 
required the property-owners on this avenue 
to pay foran expensive asphalt pavement at 
that. The way this evil works is illustrated 
in the case of acorner lot, the short side of 
which was on u cross street and the long side 
on Gladys avenue, and which is owned bya 
widow. The property is certainly not worth 
more than $1,000, and the special assessment 
was $542. As other property-owners were in 
a similar plight a fight against the assessment 
was started in the County Court, and it was 
defeated. As soon as the assessment was. de- 
feated the Council passed another for the 
same purpose, only ata slightly reduced fig- 
ure. This second assessment was resisted by 
the property-owners, who drew upa protest 
ana gave it to Ald. Sayle of the Twenty- 
eighth Ward to prosecute, but he has, for rea- 
sous best known to himself, so far done noth- 
ing about it.

There Is a Big Change 3 All Over 
City from the Feeling of Two Years 
Ago, When Personal Affairs Cut a Fig- 

ure in the German — — on 

Record Where Prominent Men, Who 
Have Been Democrats, Have Formed 
in Line for Republicans. 

Republicans are jubilant at the attitude the 
Germans of Cook County have taken this fall. 
Two years ago, as a result of the school ques- 
tion and personal rights agitation, tlie ma- 
jority of the Germans voted the Democratic 
ticket. This was not because they were Dem- 
ocrats at heart, but there were issues in that 
campaign that were personal ones to them. 
With these questions out of the way, with the 
dissatisfaction felt at the Democratic admin- 
istration, which is as quickly appreciated by 
the German as it is by the American-born cit- 
izen, the Germans are getting into the Repub- 
lican ranks. When such men as J. H. Pank. 
the North Side maltster, who never voted a 


Republican ticket in his life, says he is going 


to do so this year it looks as if there isa 
change of feeling among the Germans, But 
this is only one of thousands of cases. Theo- 
dore Schintz and his son, Theodore H., law. 
yers, have been Democrats, the father being 
once prominent in the councils of the party. 
But they don’t want any more of that party, 
and will vote the Republican ticket this fall. 
H. G. Schchidt, the brewer, is another 
case. Yearsago he was a Republican, but 
within ten years he has been voting the Dem- 
ocratic ticket. This ‘year he will not do so, 
and is not slow in saying he has seen all of 
‘the Democratic administration he wants. 
George W. Kellner has imbibed the same 
feelings Mr. Schmidt possesses, Mr. Kellner 
is President of the K. @. Schmidt Brewing 
company and has always been a Democrat 
until this year. He will vote the Republican 
ticket. Franvis Lackner, the lawyer, is an- 
other convert. When men of prominence 
such as these become Republicans it is evi- 
dent the Democratic administration is dis- 
tasteful to them and their friends. Among 
the Germans, in all parts. of Chicago, this 
feeling is apparent, and where the Germans 
cast a vote two years ago that was 65 per 
cent Democratic they will cast one this fail 
that wilt be 65 per cent Republican. What it 
will be two years hence is oniy a conjecture, 
but if the Republican gain keeps on at the 
rate it has in the last two years the Democrats 
will find but small pickings among the Ger- 
mans of Cook County. . 


There Is Little Organization. 


It is believed there are at least 75.000 Ger- 
man votes in Cook County. As far as indi- 
vidual organization is concerned they have 
but little, either among the — 8 —4 or 
Democrats. The great mujority of these Ger- 
mans are English-speaking and consequently 
there has been no object in individual organ- 
ization. Consequeatiy the German element 
is absorbed in the regular ward organization, 
except in two or three exceptions, where there 
are German-American Republicam clubs. Em- 
igration has dropped off in the last few 
years and consequently the work of natural- 
ization is small. The Germans are perhaps 
the most willing of any nationality to become 
citizens and there are but few in city who 
have not taken out their first papers. Adam 
Wolf, a prominent German merchant of the 
Northwest Side, said yesterday: 

It does not require much active work to 
make German Republicans this year. They 
are coming back to the party of their own 
free will. and for the same reasons that the 
English speakers are jumping the track and 
making up their minds to vote the Republic- 
an ticket this fall. I have talked with the 
working classes in my district, and they all 
intend to vote the Republican ticket. — an 
instance I Will cite the position in the Fourth 
Ward. Last year we lost it by 300 votes, and 
we are confident of carrying it by at least 
1,500 this year. The Democrats in placing 
Oehne at the head of their ticket believed it 
would influence a big German vote, but the 

influence is the wrong way. The Germans 

think they have had enough of the Seipp fam- 
ily. Then, again, we are fully satisfied with 
the representation we have on the Republican 
ticket, and if we get a fair count this fall we 
will surely win the day.” 


Will Be a Big Increase. 


Ernest J. Magerstadt, candidate for Clerk 
of the Criminal Court, who is a prominent 
young German-American of tne South Side, 
said: ‘** We will cast 40 per cent more Ger- 
man Republican votes this fall than we did 
two years ago on the South and Southwest 
Side. J. C. W. Rhode of the Twenty-fourth 
Ward is sanguine regarding the outlook for 
the Republicans. e says while the German 
vote is not organized it is fast getting into 
the Republican ranks. He thought that the 
greatest drawback in reaching the Germans 
was the fact that there is no Republican news- 
. in Chicago printed in their 1 

Viliam Vocke, the lawyer, said: 

German voters of this city are affected by the 
same forces and influences as the public at 
glarge. They see the condition of the country, 
which is largely due to the Democratic policy, 
and, as far as I can see, they are greatly dis- 
satisfied with the condition of things. In this 
city there are hundreds of Germans who vot- 
ed the Deinocratic ticket two years ago who 
will not do it this year, and the German busi- 
ness- men I find are generally in favor of Re- 
publican success this fall.“
